to be in PTLA? 

If you list four or more titles, a %-page or larger unit would be most 
economical. One, two or three titles, and single title listings (with no 
more than one or two brief sentences of annotation) are obviously 
your best buy. 

Look at the sample page to the left— see which unit is best suited to 
your list. Remember— your complete list of titles and products 
should be included for best sales results. (An added plus: all infor- 
mation about the books you submit for inclusion in PTLA will be 
referred to the Books in Print Department.) 


What do you have to do to be part of the 1981 PTLA? 


1. Fill out and mail the postage-free Reservation Form as soon as 
possible, but no later than April 15, 1981. Be sure you indicate all 
appropriate subject classifications that identify your publishing pro- 
gram, and list the names of all your series for which complete infor- 
mation is included in your PTLA insertion. This guarantees your 
inclusion in these two valuable indexes. 

2. Submit final, double-spaced typewritten copy, or final camera- 
ready copy, as soon as possible, but no later than April 15, 1981. 
Here are a few valuable tips. Most PTLA users prefer to arrange 
their entries alphabetically by author. If your listing is extensive, a 
cross-index by title or subject is helpful. Entries should include, 
where applicable: complete name and mailing address, shipping and 
receiving locations, discount structure, returns policy, etc. For all 
titles: author’s full name, title, subtitle (if any), series title (if any), 
illustrations or other special content, year of publication or latest 
revision, binding, grade or age level of children’s books and el-hi 
textbooks, ISBN, price, discount price (if any), brief annotation (very 
often, PTLA is the only place a potential customer can easily locate 
a description of a particular book). 

Bowker will specify type (minimum type size, 8 pt. Spartan Medium) 
and submit proofs for your final approval if your copy reaches us 
before April 15. (Publishers submitting single title listings do not 


receive proofs.) We reserve the right to print listings without sub- 
mitting proofs, or to reject copy, after this date. Author’s alterations, 
other than Bowker’s or printer’s errors, after copy is set, will be 
billed additional. 

If you haven’t assigned ISBNs (International Standard Book 
Numbers) to your books, it is to your advantage to do so. Not only 
do they make book ordering and fulfillment easier and more accur- 
ate, they also help to increase sales. If you have any questions about 
the ISBN system, please call the ISBN Agency at R.R. Bowker
